plumes, and laying egys enough to pay for 
the enterprise, which began with ap oten- 
sive importation from Natal, Africa, same 
yoars.ago.

- THE TYPHOON, - * 
A ‘BEN?’ LINER IN THE CENTRE. 


- 


The ag. - Berverue (Captain Thomeon), | 
which strived hore this morning, had a 
rather trying expvrience of the typhoon on 
Friday last, ond bas ‘saffered « considerable 
amount of damuge therefrom. Although the 
veascl behaved exccedingly woll, so torrific 
was tho vielenco of tho sturm-*hat there 
was very little hope among. those on “board 
of ovor making port. It is grutifying to bo 
able to atate that thore was to logs of life, 
olthough thres of the crow were. dis- 
abled while trying to secure the ca- 
bin skylight during the height of the 
‘typhoon. ‘Tho Bentente loft Singapore on 
Saturday, 22nd ult.,.and had fine weather 
till Friday, the 28th. On that day the glass 
began to fall rapidly and the wind began to 
blow hard, increasing in viclonco till it 
attained,s.torritio fored,. At. four p.m. it 
waa. blowing o hurticnno, and the sea had 
risen tu a frightful oxtent, the docks of the 
voasel being frequently washed by tremon- 
doua volumes of water, The glnss waa atill 
rapidly falling and tho prospect was alto- 
gether alarming. Soa after sea was shipp- 
ed, almost avery ond of which caused more 
or less damago. Tha oiter wheel-house 
was lifted clean from its fastoninys and 
carried overboard. The scttees on the 
poop, the hencoops, the enfe, the binnacle 
went the same way. The after skylight, 
(in trying 10 secure s#hioh—the—threo 
men referred to wero knocked over and 
disabled) was ultimately carried away 
and the saloon and stato-rooms flooded. 
Botween 7 and 8 p m. the barometer 
reached ita lowest roading, 27 inches ; 
tho sca was thon at its worst. Both the 
port ond starboard boats amidships were 
stove in and ‘ overything about the deck ’ 
was washed away. Tho deck cargo, which 
included some Governmont stores and ton 
eases of goods for Messrs Watson & Co., 
Hongkong Dispensary, hadtobothrownover- 


board for the ssfaty of the ‘veanel, and the 
decks were for aome timo continually 
flooded with water which washed tho 
turpauling off the third hatch causing some 
damage tothe cargu stowed there. Next day 
(Saturday, 29th) the wind moderated con- 
siderably, but the sea continued still to run 
very high. Qn Sunday, howevor, tho ylass 
went down again and tho wind freshoned, 
and dirty weather continued ali the way to 
‘port, The vessel, which is now lying at 
ons of the Kowloon whurves, bears un- 
mistakable traces of the rough usage she 
has onconatored.’ “Espovially is this the

cage as regards the saloon and borths aft, 
Tho water pouring in through the aperture 
left by the demolished skylight completely 
flooded the place and svon reduced every- 
thing inside to utter ruin. The floating 
furniture was dashed abaut by tho reljing 
of the ship and soon became a masa’ of 
wreckage. The eight state-rooms opening 
from tho saloon wero completely demolish- 
ed, tho whole of the woodwork smashed 
into chips, hardly a leg of a chair or tablo 
being left whole. : Destroyed stores, bro- 
ken furniture, in fact the whole contents of 
tbe place lay together in a musa of debris. 
Everything in tha captain's and chief 
atoward’s ruoma was destroyed. The berths 
forward, too,. were all flooded ond their 
contents greatly demaged. The Benvenue 
had 119 Ohinese, but no European passen- 
gers on board, Tho P. and 0. 8, 5, Fene- 
tia from Bombay, which arrived huro yee 
terday, also got caught iu the typhoon, but 
got of with a muck loss severe handling 
than the ‘ Beri’ liner, the ouly damage re- 
ported being to the bridge, and the loss of 
a boat. 

Captain Thomson of tho Benvente reports 
having scen a throp-magted schooner noar 
the Pareccls just about the time of the blow, 
and be fears the worst for her. Some 
ausiety is felt as to the asfely of thoas, 
Visayas from Manila, she having been dua 
hore last Friday. 

The Benvenug pucountered the typhoon 
abont 200 miles south of Hongkong. Tt 
appears thatthe ship was in the centre of 
the typhoon for about 7 minutes, the winds 
being N.W. before the contre, and §.E. 
after the ¢entre was passed, and no other 
winds were encounfered, yo that the 
must furious quarter of tho typhoon atryuck

THR REEORT OF THE HONORARY SECRETARY. 

Your Excellency, Ladics nnd Gontlomen,

Senate, to read the Annual Report of the 
Hon. Sec. of the College of Medicina for 
Chineac, Hongkong. It is fresh in the 
memories of all that the College was founded 
on the 30th of August 1887, and inaugurated 
ata public meeting, by an address doliver- 
ed by tho Dean, Patrick Manson, M.D., 
LL.D., on the 1st’ of October, 1887. The 
haste with which tho machinory ‘of tho 
College was seb to work might well have 
caused all but the moat onthusiastic amongat 
ua to ask for delay, -bofore launching out in 
so big an ‘enterprise, but I trust that the 
work done during the past-twelvo months 
will justify the belief that tha undertaking 
was nok promature. : 

The winter session of 1887-88 oxtended 
over 6 months aud the aummer acssion of 
1888 over 3 monthe.

Botany, Chemistry, Physics, Latin, Ana- 
tomy, Physiology, Materia-Medica, Minor

Ambulance Work. The number of Lee- 
tures dolivered wero in ‘accordanes with the 
regulations demanded by the Universities 
and licencing bedies in Great Britain, and 
the attendancd of atudents wos daily chocked 
by o carefully kept register. The Lecturers 
have naught but praise to bestow upon the 
work done by the Students, whether as 
regatds the attendanco at classes, or tho. 
progress attained aa tested by their appear- 
anco at the class and prize examinations. 
Thoso of us who are acquainted with teach- 
ing ond examinations in Groat. Britain, 
are satisfied that the tosta applicd tu tho 
Studentsa of this Qollege, were on an 
equality with thoso of the British standard 


-+of-examining-bodios, and that.tho Students 


of the Colloge passed through these in a 
croditable manner. The number of uames 
of students on tho College books ia soven- 
teen, and the members of the Court and 
Senate of the Coliexe are of the bolicf that 
the number ia sufticiont to justify thom in 
the continuance of the work, with all 
enthusiasm and hope, : 

The Lecturers-of the Colleze have, 
especially in the more scientific subjects, 
had much to contend with, as to the sup- 
ply of instruments, and materiél; but tha 
difficulties in the way of these teachers 
have seemed only to stimulate them to 
further exertions, 2c that the atudents have 
been supplied with roally practical ond 
scientific training in Botany, Ohomistry, 
Anatomy and Physinlogy. ' As time yocs on 
andtoaching materiilaccumulates, these dif- 
fealtica will disappear, and it is hoped that 
eapecially in the Chomical and Anatomical 
dupartmenta opportunity will be afforded 
whereby the teaching in these subjects will 
bo to the desire of the Lecturers. For 
clinical teaching thore is abundant oppor- 
tunity, The authorities of the Alice Me- 
morial Hospital hava gencrously lent the 
College accommodation for lectures ta be 
held within ita walls; and the wards and 
outpatient department of the Hospital 
affurd ample material for teaching. Whon 
ibis remembered thut the Alico Memortal 
Hospital gives rolief to 30,000 patients 
sonually, the oppurtunity granted to stu- 
denta to study disease is abundant. The 
fonds whereby the work of the College has 
been carried an is derived from the follow.

Tha class of Physiology bad mncli to rn. 
gret in the prolonged illness of Dr Hu Kui, 
which dated from a few weeks after the 
commencemont of tho winter sussivn, and. 
deprived the class of his services during 
the remainder of the time. The Court 
and Senate have to thank Dr Atkin- 
son of the Civil, Hoapital and Surgeon 
Yuir, A:M.8.,: for their kinduesd’’in  con- 
tinuing the lectures, and for the efficient 
manner in whieh they carried on the class 
during Dr Ho Kai's illness, . 

The Court and Senate have much zatia- 
faction in intimating that they have ob- 
tained the co-operation of Dr Atkinson 
with Dr Ho Kai in tho chair of Physiolugy, 
and they arc convinced that this important 
‘aubject will bo satisfactorily conducted. 
During the winter 1887-88 the Physical 
training of the stydents was nat neglected, 
as in addition to the wore technical training 
in Ambulance werk, a Cricket Club waa 
atarted, and it only wantau little tncourage- 
ment from the lovers of ‘cricket und spor! 
generally in the Colony to have a good 
crickot team, a lawa tennis club, and rowing 
club among the studients of the College. 
The good that would ensue therelrom, 
by the introduction of manly sports, nat 
only to the Students themselves, bat 
through them to the Chinese generally, ia 
not far to seck, and wo undorstand that the 
idea is highly favoured among the Chinese 
community. 

At the present moment the Court and 
Senate are of the opinion that the work of 
the College is in a healthy stata, that all 
that is wanted is encouravement by the 
Government jn Hongkong and by the Ohi- 
nese authorities. Blany schemes are afoot 
and plans laid, mot altogether in the air, 
which by the timo the next annual report 
ig read, will have in all probability assuined 
tangibie forms, 

What is wanted ia to bring the people of 
the British Empiro to sve the importance 
of having a medical and scientitis educa- 
tional establishment in Hongkong, to un- 
derstand the prestige euch a fovelopment 
gives in international eyes; to ovnsider 
this attempt to introduce science amonust 
the Chinese as a civilizing ageney 
of primary importance; and to look 
upon it as their moral duty to extend the 
advantages Science has brought themselves, 
Up to the present tho scientific resc urces 
of Groat Britain, as far 9 the Chineso 
are concerned, haye been obietly devoted to 
tho caiting’ of cannot ‘and the building of 
war-stiips:. Wilk oot the people of the 
Great Western Empire send an emblem 
of peace to this ancient people instead of 
implements of war; will they not send the 
blessings of modern research and that 
geienae, in the practigd of which, if the hands 
are at- times bathed in blood, it is in the 
alleviation of human suffering not in the 
causing it? Let Science be the amo asso- 
ciated with the dealings of China aud 
Great’ Britain, and a bond of respect 
will be formed botwoen the peoples suchi ag 
no superiority in war could ecmmand,

advances of madical science, We all know 
that our knowledge is apt to got rusty, ond 
it’ean only be kept right by the furbiahing 
of continual acquisition. My own belief 
is that nothing will tend more to keep 
the medied facklty of Hongkong - abreast 
uf the advances of the ago in medical 
knowledge than if they sct before them- 
solves the duty of teaching the young. 
I boliove that will havo as good an effect on 
tho teachora us on the pupils, because it will 
atimulate them to exertion. Szeondly, if 
this college from begining in a small way 
at present sees a great fyture and becomes 
a real suscess, I venture to say it will 
largely benefit the future of Hongkong, and 
in a material way. IE Hongkong, besides 
ita great importance in the world of 
commorcs, become a centre of learning 
for the Chinesa empire, it is perfectly 
obvious to anybody who thinks for a 
moment it will be of material benefit to the 
piace apart from sentiment altoxether, and 
for that reason is worthy oF government 
aupport {applause.)
